Sir — These  are  the  questions  w hich  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  corruption  now  put  to  us  — 
I'hey  can  no  longer  deny  the  existence  of  the 
corruption  ; the  declaration  of  some  members, 
that  they  thought  no  worse  of  Cas'lereagh  and 
Pe»cevai  for  their  conduct  in  the  case  of  Quin- 
tin  Dick,  and  the  avowal  of  others,  that  the 
traffic  in  seats  was  as  notorious  as  the  sun  at 
noon  day  : these  declarations  have  silenced 
those  tvho  had  the  impudence  to  contend  for 
the  purity  of  the  present  thing.  They,  there- 
fore, give  that  up,  and  now  contend,  that  if  a 
reform  were  now  to  take  place,  it  would  do  no 
good,  and  might  throw  the  country  into  confusion. 
And,  proceeding  upon  these  grounds,  they 
ask  us  the  questions,  which  1 have  placed  at 
the  head  of  this  letter,  which  questions  it 
shall  now  be  my  business  to  answer,  seeing 
that  we  now  certainly,  in  my  opinion,  approach 
the  hoor  of  reform,  or  that  of  confusion.  At 
such  a moment,  it  is  proper  that  we  should  be 
able  to  show,  not  only  that  reform  would  do 
good  when  carried  into  effect,  but  that,  if  now 
entered  on,  it  may  bi  carried  into  effect 
without  any  risk  of  creating  violence  and 
confusion.  This  I think  myself  able  to  do  to 
ihe  satisfaction  of  every  impartial  man  in  the 
kingdom. 

With  regard  tn  the  first  question  (“  What 
good  would  a reform  of  Parliament  do  ?”)  J 
ought  first  to  observe  on  the  impudence  of  such 
a question.  When  a man  cornea  into  a court 
of  justice  and  sues  for  any  thing  be  claims 
as  lus  right,  the  judge  and  jury  dj  not  ask 
him  wliat  good  the  thing  will  do  him  if  lie 
gain  his  cause.  The  only  question  with  them 
is,  whether  his  claim  be  just whether  he  lias 
a right,  to  the  thing  fur  the  recovery  of  which 
he  sues.  AV  hat  should  we  say  to  a thief,  dc 
tected  with  our  plate  in  his  possession,  if  lie 
were  to  say,  that  lie  would  keep  it  because,  in 
his  opinion,  it  would  do  ns  no  good,  it  we  got 
it  back  ! But,  this  is  an  old  trick  with  wrong 
doers,  who  are  always  ready  to  pretend  that 
the  w ronged  party  has  not  suffered  any  real 
injury  by  the  wrong;  or,  at  roost,  but  little 
injury,  or  little  comparative  injury.  The  man 
wiio  is  robbed  upon  the  highway  suffers  in 
general,  but  a trifling  loss  ; the  recovery  of  a 
few  shillings  is  not  worth  the  half  of  Ins  trou- 
ble ; but,  this  consideration  does  not  save  the 
robber  from  the  gallows.  It  being  acknow- 
ledged, therefore,  that  representation  ought 
to  precede  taxation  ; to  be  represented  by  per- 
sons chosen  hy  themselves  being  the  undoubted 
right  of  all  the  tax  payers  in  the  kingdom; 
the  people  mtv  surely  be  permitted  to  judge 
for  themselves  as  to  the  use  they  shall  make 
of  their  right  when  they  shall  obtain  possess 
ion  of  it  ; oid  thus  we  might,  if  we  chose, 
dismiss  this  question  without  another  word-

They  would  be  re- 
duced to  beggary  or  exalted  lo  the  gall  w-s  for 
robbery  or  licit  ; but,  what  do  the  people  owe 
them,  except  it  be  ill  will  and  curses  > They 
have  been  the  mpsl  efficient  instruments  in 
producing  our  ruin;  and  they,  at  this  mo- 
ment, are  laboring  with  a degree  of  malignity, 
which  w hile  it  demonstrates  their  seine  ot  the 
despei  aleness  oftheircause  must  g..  to  the  ac. 
Count  of  . heir  demerits,  whenever  that  account; 
shall  be  settled.  A reformed  parliament  need 
care  nothing  about  the  press,  -in  any  wav  but 
for  the  protection  of  the  freedom  of  that  guar- 
dian of  public  morals-  The  parliament  would, 
have  to  meet  their  constituents  annually.  Their 
conduct  could  never  be  misrepresented  with 
any  degree  of  effect.  There  could,  therefore- 
be  no  motive  for  hiring  the  pres*,  which  would 


tjcco  me  wnat  tiie  press  always  ought  to  be.  A 
reformed  parliament  Would  naturally  be  anx 
iousibr  the  instrucfoou  ol  the  people  in  politi- 
cal nfiitters,  but  it  would  effect  this  desirable 
pbjesl by  the  frequent  discussions  which  an- 
nual elections  would  give  rise  to,  and  by  the 
promulgation  of  its  acts  amongst  all  classes  of 
the  people,  the  acts  being  written  in  plain  and 
intelligible  language,  and  stripped  of  all  that 
Uncouth  jargon  and  that  cumhious  tautology, 
by  which  craft  obstructs  the  pursuit  of  cum- 
mon  sense.  All  the  filthy  and  base  intercourse 
between  the  underlings  ot office  and  the  hire-

should,  during  this  time,  have  had  money  to  lend 
to  the  government ; tiiat  being  the  case,  in  fact, 
when  money  is  placed  in  the  funds;  that  this 
should  have  been  the  case : that  the  king  should 
have  had  private  property  of  this  sort,  under 
such  circumstances,  appears  wonderful  to  me. 
Hut,  such  is  the  fact,  and  I am  very  confident, 
that  a reformed  parliament  would  endeavor  to 
prevail  upon  the  Kegent  to  consent  to  a meas- 
ure for  making  his  money  available  in  the  pres 
ent  time  of  distress.  Nor  would  a reformed 
parliament  overlook  the  crown  lands,  which,  in 
fact,  are  now  the  people’s  lands.  A reformed 
parliament  would  remember,  that  the  crown 
was  formerly  supported  by  Its  own  estates  with- 
out any  charge  upon  the  people,  except  in  par 
ticular  cases  ; that  roars  were  sometimes  car- 
ried on  out  of  the  means  afforded  by  these  es 
states ; and  that,  when  this  royal  famiiy  received 
a fixed  sum  per  year  out  of  the  taxes,  the  pub- 
lic became  proprietors  of  the  crown  estates  — 
The  sum  fixed  on  was  800,000/  a year.  This 
sum  has  been  prodigiously  swelled  ; anil,  what 
is  very  curious,  the  estates,  which  mantameil 
the  families  and  courts  of  former  kings,  now 
yield  scarcely  sufficient  to  pay  half  a dozermine- 
cures!  Mr.  flusmssos,  who  has  a contingent 
pension  of  1,2  .0/.  a year  with  a reversion  of  half 
t lie  amount  lo  Mrs  Emily  Huskisson,  his  wife, 
is  the  chief  steward  for  the  management  of  these 
estates  ; and,  a reformed  parliament,  would  just 
take  the  liberty  to  ask  Mr.  Huskisson  the  reason 
of  this  -.oondeeful  non-productiveness  A reforrfi 

ed  parliament  would  go  hack-  in  their  inquiries 
upon  this  subject.  They  would  silt  out  an  «c 
count  of  the  grants  made  of  parts  of  this  im- 
mense estate,  within  the  last  25  years.  They 
would  see  what  sums  had  been  received,  and  of 
wiiTmi,  and  by  whom,  for  the  renewal  of  leasts, 
and  for  alienations  of  parts  of  this  public  estate 
They  would  enquire  into  the  cause  of  tracts  of 
held  being  taken  in  by  individuals  in  the  .Yew 
Forest  anil  other  Forests  and  Chases  ; and  thev 
would,  with  very  little  difficulty,  ascertain  the 
amount  of  the  immense  quantities  of  timber  that 
have  been  felled,  and  tvhat  has  been  done  with 
the  amount  of  the  trunk,  lop,  top,  and  bark  — 
A reformed  parliament  would  have  nothing  to 
do  but  to  send  one  of  their  own  body,  with 
power  to  take  evidence  on  the  spot,  to  ascer- 
tain all  these  matters  to  a scruple.  This  im- 
mense estate,  or,  rather,  this  long  list  of  im- 
mense estates,  if  managed  in  t lie  way  that  a re- 
formed parliament  would  cause  them  to  be 
managed,  would,  1 am  satisfied,  go  a considera- 
ble way  in  defraying  all  the  expenses  which 
would  be  necessary  in  the  governing  of  this 
country.  The  droits  of  Mmirnlly  would-Jlso 
he  a subject  of  strict  inquiry  with  a reformed 
parliament,  would  never  sleep  ’till  they  had  be- 
fore them,  in  black  and  white,  a full  account  of 
all  the  receipts  and  all  the  disbursements  upon 
this  ample  score.  When  they  had  that  account 
before  them,  they  would  know  what  to  do  ; and 
there  can  be  no  question,  that  they  would  do 
what  justice  should  demand  at  their,  hands. 

Now,  sir,  though  a reformed  parliament  could 
not,  all  at  once,  relieve  all  the  existing  distress, 
1 think  it  is  evident,  that  a reformed  parliament 
would  be  able  to  (lo  a great  many  good  things, 
and  to  afford  the  nation  a great  deal  of  relief — 
The  question  of  our  enemies  is,  therefore,  al 
ready  more  than  answered.  They  now  see 
“ ro/iat  goad’  a reform  of  parliament  would  do  ; 
and,  if  they  should  turn  round  upon  us  and  say, 
that  all  these  things  cnti  lie  done  without  a re- 
form of  parliament,  we  deny  the  fact  upon  the 
best  possible  ground,  namely,  that  nothing  i.- 
to  be  done,  'till  Borough  elections  are  put  an 
end  to.  But,  besides,  if  they  tell  us,  tiiat  al 
these  things  can  be  done  by  the  representatives 
of  Old  Sarum,  Oat  ton,  Queenhonnigli,  Coife 
Ca3tle,  Wincbelsea,  &c.  Sic.  why  have  these 
things  not  been  done,  or  attempted?  There  has 
been  wanting  either  the  will  or  the  poster,  and 
it  is,  to  us,  no>  matter  which,  since  the  elltct  lias 
been  the  same.

means,  bring  back  the  paper  money,  and  pull 
' the  bubble  up  to  its  former  size?  NO.  And, 
if  they  could,  they  would  not.  “ Why,  then, 
“a reformed  parliament  could  not  continue  to 
“ pay  tlie  interest  of  the  debt  in  full  ?”  NO. 
j And,  if  they  could,  they  would  not,  except  to 
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be  no  sinecures  given  tq  such  men  as  Canning 
and  Gilford,  and  all  the  swarm  of  reptiles, 
who  now  fatten  in  this  way,  would  die,  or  be 
no  more  heard  of. 

IX.  A reformed  parliament  would  not  leave 
the  civil  list  and  the  “ crown  lands,"  as  they  un- 
called, in  their  present  state.  In  this  time  ol 
public  distress,  a reformed  parliament  Would 
—thmk.it  roxsoltaiA.- , t,  indeed,  nnceasary,  that 
the  civil  list  should  be  greatly  reduced.  The 
enormous  sums  now  swallowed  up  under  that 
name  almost  surpass  belief.  We  see,  that  the 
President  of  the  United  Slates  of  America,  who 
is  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  a people  equal  in 
number  to  the  people  of  England  and  Wales, 
including  Scotland,  perhaps ; whose  country- 
lias  a quantity  of  trade  and  commerce  not  much 
less  than  this  country  has;  and  who  was  able 
single-handed  to  carry  on  a successful  war  a- 
gamst  the  undivided  power  of  England  ; That 
Chief  Magistrate,:!  man  chosen  for  his  wisdom, 
experience,  and  great  talents,  has  no  more  al 
lowed  him  than  *ii-  thousand  pounds  a year 
Vet,  America  is  well  governed,  and  so  well  gov- 
erned, and  so  happy  are  the  people,  that  there 
is  no  misery  in  tiie  land,  and  there  are  not  as 
many  crimes  committed  there  in  a year  as  are 
commuted  in  England  and  Wales  in  one  week, 
or,  perhaps,  in  one  day  ■’  To  what.  Sir,  are  we 
to  ascribe  a difference  so  disgraceful  to  us  ? Shall 
we  I .ear  it  asserted  that  we  are  naturally  a mur- 
dering and  robbing  race  ? lr  our  government 
Were  to  do  this,  it  would  not  answer  its  purpose, 
Tor  the  Americans  are  of  the  same  rape.  But, 
\ve  reject  with  indignation  the  unjust  idea. — 
Wc  ate  naturally  as  honest  and  as  kind  as  the 
Anwricans  arc.  It  is  our  misery,  and  that 
alone,  which  produces  such  a mass  of  crimes  in 
England,  compared  to  what  is  committed  in 
America.  And  this  misery  arises,  as  every  one 
now  sees,  from  that  pressure  of  taxation,  which 
forces  men  into  the  lists  of  paupers  and  beggars. 
When  a man  becomes  a pauper  or  a beggar  ; 
when  want  is  continually  staring  him  in  the  face; 
when  hunger  gnaws  his  stomach  and  cold  pinch- 1 
«*s  his  limbs;  when  llis  present  sufferings  are 
merely  a foretaste  of  that  which  awaits  him  la- 
ter in  life;  when  hope  has  ceased  to  linger  in 
his  bosom,  then  comes  despair,  and  with  the  re- 
maining energies  of  his  mind  and  body,  he  seises 
h"  force  or  by  fraud  on  that  which  he  cannot 
obtain  bn  tabor.  This  is  the  beginning  of  crime ; 
and  we  have  here  tiie  true  and  only  cause  of  the 
difference  between  us  and  the  Americans  in 
this  respect.  The  President’s  six  thousand 
pounds  a year  is  an  example  worthy  of  imitation 
in  England,  especially  in  this  season  of  horrible 
-distress,  The  hirelings  of  the  press  tell  us, 
that  we  have  secured  our  (onstituaop  by  the  sac- 
rifice* that  we  h..ve  made.  You  know,  and  the 
people  now  s$e,  what  they  have  secured;  but, 
be  this  as  it  may,  if  it  be  acknowledged,  that  we 
have  made  sacrifices,  let  us  ask  wlmt  sacrifices 
the  Royal  Funny,  the  Judges,  the  Placemen, 
the  sinecure  men,  the  Pensioned  Ladies,  the  Po- 
lice Justices,  and  others,  have  made.  Their  in- 
comes have  been  augmentir.g  during  the  whole 
of  this  long  season  of  sacrifitoc  1 This  is  a 
curious  matter.  Well  might  C.  nning  and  Gif 
ford,  in  the  Anti-Jacobin  newspaper,  call  upon 
the  people  for  sacrifices,  while  they  themselves 
and  Gillart  the  Caricature  mail,  were  obtain- 
ing sinecures  and  pensions ! Well  mn-ht  George 
Hose  call  upon  the  people  for  sacrifices  for  the 
preservation  of  the  constitution,  while  he,  from 
being  a )mrser  in  the  Navy,  was  rising  to  the 
receipt  of  ten  thousand  pounds  a year  out  oj 
those  very  sacrifices ! It  is  now  acknowledged, 
by  the  very  hirelings  themselves,  even  by  that 
most  corrupt  of  prints,  the  Times  newspaper, 
which  was  conceived  in  sin  and  brought  forili  in 
iniquity,  and  which  has  never  belied  its  origin  ; 
even  by  this  vile  hireling  it  is  now  acknowl- 
edged, that  great  and  general  distress  prevails. 
Well,  then,  will  none  ol  those  who  wallow  in 
luxury  out  of  means  derived  from  the  public 
purse,  do  nothing  in  the  way  of  making  sacrifices’! 
"Will  Canning  and  Gifford  still  cling  lo  their 
sinecures?  Will  Bose  and  all  the  rest  of  them 
«lo  the  same  ? Will  they  tell  us,  that  we  still 
ought  to  pay  them  to  the  full  amount?  Will 
Lord  Grenville  and  Mr.  Ponsonhy  and  Lord  Ers- 
Mne  and  Lord  Donouhmore  and  hundreds  of 
others  ; will  they  say,  that  the  people  have  no 
right  to  call  upon  them  for  sacrifices  ? Will 
the  Seymours  and  the  Somersets  still  hang  on  ? 
Be  it  so,  but,  surely  the  civil  list,  which  has 
had  so  many  hundreds  of  thousands  added  to  it 
during  the  season  of  tLe  people’s  sacrifices, 
ought  now  to  be  greatly  reduced-  If  each  of 
the  junior  branches  of  the  Koval  1

No  country  upon  earth 
in  no  country  are  there  so  few  breaches  of  the 
peace;  in  no  country  is  the  law  so  implicitly 
and  cheerfully  obeyed.  Why,  then,  need  our 
Koyal  Family  be  so  anxious  to  secure  the  men 
of  living  in  splendour  ! Splendour  may  serve 
to  dazzle  slaves,  but  it  newr  can  be  an  object 
ol  respect  with  free  men.  if  a reduction  such 
as  I have  here  spoken  of  were  made,  a million 
of  pounds  a year  would  thereby  be  left  in  tilt- 
pockets  of  the  people,  instead  of  that  sum 
being  annually  taken  from  them  by  the  tax- 
gatherers.  This  would  be  the  true  way  of  enu 
bling  the  farmers  and  tradesmen  to  pay  wages 
sufficient  to  keep  laborers  out  of  the  poor-ltouse 
Air.  Va.v-.ITTj, nT’s  scheme  (poor  man  !)  was,  to 
raise  tax -s  first,  and  to  give  those  taxes  toper- 
sons,  who.  in  consequence  of  that,  would  be 
able  to  lend  the  amount  of  the  taxes  to  those 
who  had  first  paid  the  said  t.xes!  But,  this  no- 
table scheme  is  not,  I think,  half  so  good  a>  tiiat 
of  leaving  the  money  in  the  pookets  of  th?  people, 
who,  by  the  taxing  scheme,  are  not  only  com- 
pi  led  top  .y  the  rax,  but  the  tax-gatherer  n\sa 
A reformed  parliament  would,  therefore,  infalli- 
bly reduce  the  charges  of  the  Civil  List  in  some- 
what nearly  the  amount  that  I have  mentioned, 
aiuf,  in  doing  this,  they  would  really  render  a 
great  service  to  the  Royal  Family  as  well  to  the 
people.  A reformed  parliament  would,  too,  as- 
certain in  the.  precise  amount  of  the  King's pri, 
mate  property  This  is  an  odd  thing ; or,  a least 
it  sounds  oddlv  to  me.  Whence  comes  this  prop- 
erty? The  fact,  however,  is  that  the  king  has  a 
mass  of  private  property  ; that  property  is  in  the 
funds  too  ! And,  what  is  most  curious  ol  all, 
the  “ lihigs?  while  in  power,  passed  an  actj 
which  exempted  lids  property  from  paving  prop- 
erty tag,  while  they  nearly  doubled  that  tax  up.-

- 1 pocket  to  another  man’s  pocket.  By  this  spe- 

cies of  1<  gerdemain  one  man’s  cow  lias  been 
changed  into  five  pound’s  worth  from  twenty 
i pound's  worth,  tor  this  is  really  the  proportion 
* as  to  lean  horned  cattle.  Upon  the  whole  of  that 
sort  of  farm-produce,  which  is  not  affected  in 
its  price  hv  the  seasons,  a fall  ot  much  more 
than  one  half  has  taken  place.  Whatever  is  fit 
for  tiie  mouth,  or  tor  immediate  vse  in  any  way, 
sells  at  some  price  ; but,  there  are  some  things, 
such  as  colts,  weaed  calves,  store  lambs,  which 
will  really  bring  nothing  worthy  of  the  name  of 
{nice.  Mam  men  billow  chiefl'v  tiie  rearing  of 
sheep  : and  they  are  now  selling  for  9s.  a head 
what  they  ought  to  sell,  according  to  their  ex- 
penses, at  25s.  a head.  Can  it  be  just,  then, 
that  tiie  bubble,  which  has  so  lowered  their 
property,  should  not  lower  tiie  property  of  the 
fundholder  ? Suppose  A and  B to  have  started 
in  1812,  each  with  a thousand  pounds  in  his 
pocket.  A lent  his  money  to  Perceval  and  tde 
rest  of  them,  and  B went  to  farming.  A was 
to  get  5 percent,  for  his  money,  and  B the  profit 
of  his  money  and  his  labour.  A h.td  to  receive 
of  B,  in  taxes,  the  amount  of  about  70  bushels 
of  wheat;  for  70  bushels  of  wheat  cost,  them 
about  501.  This  was  fair  as  long  as  the  bubble 
continued;  but,  the  bubble  gets  a crack  ; and 
things  are  so  changed,  that  A demands  and  re- 
ceives of  B more  than  100  bushels  of  wheat  in- 
stead of  the  70,  which  it  was  clearly  understood 
tnat  A was  to  receive.  And  if  A be  paid  in  off 
sorts  of  farm  produce,,  which  is  tiie  case,  he  re- 
ceives more  than  the  double  of  what  he  ought  to 
receive,  according  to  the  fair  interpretation  of 
lie  implied  lontraet  at  the  out-set.  It  is,  there- 
fore, manifestly  unjust,  that  this  rate  of  paying 
and  receiving  sitoufd  continue.  Indeed  '

therefore,  a fie?  making  every  reduction  in  ex- 
penses tiiat  wtis  practicable,  would  betake  them  - 
-elves  to  this  great  task.  They  would  enquire 
who  the  fund-holders  were,  when  they  deposited 
heir  mosey  ; they  would  compare  prices  at  the 
different  times  ; they  would  hunt  out  the  re- 
ceivers of  public  money  ; they  would  see  the 
extent  of  the  nation’s  means,  und  they  would, 
.n  a very  short  time,  and  with  the  greatest  cor- 
rectness, allot  to  etrry  one  Ins  real  due.  Such 
a parliament  would  lie  the  best /i-rViu/  of  the 
nind-holder,  because  it  would  begin  by  lopping 
off’  almost  every  expense  except  that  of  the  debt, 
and  would  thereby  secure  the  bc.-.t  and  only 
chance  of  his  being  paid.  At  any  rate,  tiie  lot 
>f  the  fund-holder  could  not  be  verse  than  it 
must  inevitably  become  in  tiie  present  progress. 
With  a H-fni'nied parliament  an  accommodation, 
a composition  would  take  place  ; but,  if  tiie 
bubble  finally  hurst  to  thin  uir,  without  a re- 
formed parliament,  such  a composition  maybe- 
come  wholly  impracticable.  No  persons,  there- 
fore, ought  to  wish  for  a reformed  parliament 
so  earnestly  as  the  fund-holders,  the  greater 
part  of  whom  are  now,  from  ignorance,  its  de- 
cided enemies.  They  have  a sort  of  vague  fear, 
that  a reform  of  parliament  would  lead  to  their 
utter  ruin,  and  they  have  still  singing  in  their 
cars  the  sounds,  created  hy  knavish  harror- 
mongers,  about  the  French  revolution  The 
causes  of  that  revolution  would,  however,  if 
they  rightly  understood  them,  produce  a very 
different  effect  on  the  mind.  It  is  notorious 
to  all  men  who  have  read  upon  tilt  subject,  tiiat 
rt  was  tiie  extravagance  of  tiie  French  govern- 
ment which  produced  the  revolution.  These 
extravagancies,  which  imposed  intolerable  bur- 
dens upon  the  people,  were  persevered  in,  in 
spile  of  all  tin*  complaints  of  tiie  people,  at  a 
moment,  when  the  tares  {tressed  them  to  the  earth. 
Hut,  at  last,  the  government  could  no  longer 
collect  the  means  of  paying  the  interest  of  the  debt 
Still  it  persevered  in  the  extravagance.  It  could 
not,  however,  bv  all  its  cruel  edicts,  wring 
from  tiie  people  a sufficiency  of  money  to  pay 
the  just  demands  upon  it,  and  at  tiie  same  tinu 
to  support  its  swarms  of  lazy  dependents.  In 
this  dilemma,  it  called  the  A'ottibks  together, 
add  they  recommended  reform  ! Still  there  w as 
time  for  the  government  to  have  saved  itseli 
from  the  destruction,  and  the  country  from 
bloodshed.  But  the  government,  urged  by  tiie 
blood  soccers  of  the  country,  endeavoured  to 
support  the  old  system ; discovered  insincerity 
in  all  its  professions  for  the  public  good;  allied 
itself  in  wishes,  at  least,  with  those  who  Had 
gone  abroad  to  invite  the  aid  of  hired  soldiers  ; 
tile  people  hccfme  enraged ; vengeance  tiirust- 
d calm  rcasoi  front  her  seat ; and  the  throne, 
the  noblesse,  the  church,  all  were  hurled  down 
in  an  instant  From  the  government,  vengeance 
marched  with  fire  and  sword  against  alt  its 
friends.  I’ropeuv  became  exposed  to  the  ca- 
price of  succeding  men  in  power  ;and,  in  tiie 
uproar,  tiie  oiuient  fund  holder  thought  him- 
self happy  to -scape  with  his  life  to  some  dirty 
lading  place,  .here  to  reflect  on  tiie  itnportvnt 
truth,  that  TM  ELY  REFORM  would  have  se- 
cured lo  /dm  tk  possession  of  his  fortune  Happy 
would  it  be  it  profi  ing  from  this  dreadful  ex- 
ample, the  find-holders  would  how  join  their 
efforts  to  thot*  of  tiie  friends  of  timely  reform. — 
I'he  hirelingtbid  us  lie  warned  by  .he  French 
revolution.  let  them  take  the  awful  warning  to 
themselves,  "hey  are  forever  reminding  us,  that 
that  revolutbn  lias  ended  in  despotism.  We, 
therefore  w ill  tor  a reform  that  shall  prevent 
revolution.  Jut  sir,  if  they  will  have  it,  tiiat 
r.urgovernmait  will  I'errr  yield  upon  this  point, 
and  that  if  wi  liave  a reform,  we  shall  not  have 
it  without  a itvolut  ion,  we  w ill  not  believe  their 
assertions;  hit  if  W’e  were  to  admit  them,  for 
argument’s  stke,  even  then  we  should  sec  no 
reason  to  despt  from  our  efforts  to  obtain  re- 
form, being  convinced  that  the  example  of 
France  ought  not  to  alarm  us.  Wc  have,  in  this 
country,  a fonts  of  government  that  we  like  ; we 
have  great  eons  itiitional  principles  and  laws, 
to  which  v.e  are  imtnoveably  attached,  which 
our  brethren  in  America  have  firmly  and  most 
w isely  adhered  to,  and  which  nothing-  can  im- 
prove. These  arc  land  marks  fur  us,  and  would 
be  our  sure  and  certain  guide.  Whereas  the 
French  have  never  possessed  any  fixed  princi- 
ples or  laws  of  this  description.  liiey  were  “all 
at  sea and  no  wonder,  if.  in  the  midst  of  their 
rage,  and  their  vengeance,  and  t heir  torments, 
they  committed  great  errors  in  tlieorganisation 
of  an  entire  ly  new  sort  of  government,  which 
the  people  h»d  never  before Jieard  any  thing  a- 
bottt.  Therefore,  sir,  we  are  not  to  be  scared  by 
the  hirelings  who  tell  us  (very  falsely,  1 hope,") 
that  the  government  will  never  yield,  and  dial 
we  shall  not  have  reform  without  revolution  — 
But,  we  do  not,  ! hope,  stop  here;  fur  if  we 
could  believ  e it  possible,  which  we  cannot,  that 
England  would,  in  the  end,  derive  no  greater 
benefit  (font  a change,  than  France  has  derived 
from  ber  change,  slill  we  aught  to  proceed'.  For, 
sir,  in  spite  of  every- t iing  that  the  Bourbons, 
aided  by  a million  of  men  in  arms,  have  been 
able  to  do,  still  the  state  of  France  is  a state  of 
blessedness,  compared  to  what  it  was  before  the 
revolution.  France  now  possesses  the  Cotie 
.Vapoleok,  instead  of  the  erucl  feudal  system. — 
France,  in  spite  of  invading  and  w atching  ar- 
mies, has  not  beep,  and  w ill  not  be,  repluuged 
into  the  bai-hiaistn  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
Religious  toleration  cannot  be  gotten  rid  of, 
though  murders  are  committed  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ.  The  priests  will  never  regain 
their  power,  and  the  petty  tyrants  of  tiie  No- 
blesse are  forever  ejected  from  their  power  of 
robbing  and  insulting  the  people.  To  see  a for- 
eign army  in  their  country,  to  uphold  the 
Bourbons  against  the  wishes  of  tiie  people, 
must  give  the  latter  pain ; but  they  are  much 
better  off' than  before  the  revolution,  when  they 
were  liable  to  he  robbed  and  beaten,  without 
daring  to  resist,  by  any  of  the  myridons  of  the 
crown.  And,  in  truth,  it  is  not  more  humilia- 
ting i it  is  even  less  humiliating,  to  be  kept  in 
awe  by  a foreign  army,  brought  imo  tiie  coun- 
try on  purpose,  than  by  an  army  of  one’s  own 
country,  consisting  of  our  own  countrymen,  paid 
fed,  and  cloutlicd  by  ourselves.  In  the  former 
case,  it  is  tin  open  acknowledged  submission  to 
foreign  force  ; to  tiie  superior  power  of  a con- 
queivr ; but  in  the  latter  case,  it  is  a sort  of 
sneaking  degradation,  w hich  seeks  lo  hide  itself 
even  from  the  eves  of  the  degraded  party  him- 
self, who  vainly  imagines  tiiat,  in  shutting  Ins 
eyes  to  his  own  disgrace,  lie  can  hide  it  from 
tiie  rest  of  tiie  world.  Supposing,  therefore,  that 
things  were  to  remain  in  France,  as  they  now 
are,  the  French  have  greatly  gained  by  their  re- 
volution, besides  having  inflicted  just  punish- 
ment on  tiie  greater  part  of  their  oppressors, 
and  that  is  a clear  gain,  an  enjoyment  possessed 
and  past,  tvicli  nothing  can  deprive  them  of. — 
'tut  things  wall  not  remain  as  they  are.  The 
French  revolution  is  not  yet  ended  It  cannot 
stop  where  it  is,  and  tiie  events  of  every  day 
tend  to  impress  this  truth  on  our  minds.  How- 
ever, even  the  view  tiiat  present  circumstances 
present,  induces  us  to  conclude,  making  tiie 
v.-ry  worst  of  every  thing  we  see,  that  the  ex- 
ample of  France  contains  no  one  argument 
against  the  most  strenuous  exertions  in  favor  of 
reform  in  England.  To  return  to  the  fundhold- 
ers, sir,  the  notice  of  whose  false  alarms  have 
led  me  into  this  digression,  I think  they  ought 
to  see  much  more  cause  for  alarm  in  the  con- 
tinuance ot  the  present  system,  than  in  a reform 
tiiat  would  put  an  end  to  it.  Several  of  the  cor 


tell  tiie  board,  lhat  if  something  be  not  done,  they 
do  not  believe  that  the  peace  of  the  country  can 
be  preser-is d ! By  which  they  must  mean,  that 
the  people  will  rise  and  help  themselves.  This 
is  revolution  at  once  ; or,  at  least,  open  rebellion ■ 
So  that  it  is  their  opinion,  that  of, c ot  these  w ill 
iqke  place,  unless  something  be  clone.  And  whai 
is  to  be  dune  other  than  taking  off  the  taxes  in 
the  way  that  I have  proposed  ' And  who  will 
do  that  but  a reformed  parliament  t Thus,  then, 
the  fundholders  must,  1 should  think,  at  least, 
clearly  see,  tiiat  their  only  chance  of  escaping 
ruin,  is  in  a reform  ; that  while  the  choice  ol  tiie 
country,  in  general,  lies  between  reform  and  con- 
fusion, their  own  particular  choice  lies  be  tween 
reform  with  something,  and  confusion  with  not 
a farthing,  A reformed  parliament  would  “pee 
serve  the  peace  of  tiie  country,”  I’ll  warrant  it. 
They  would  hasten  with  sincerity  and  energy 
to  remove  the  pressure  which  the  people  feel,; 
they  would  instantly  put  an  end  to  tjiat  ever- 
lasting source  of  ill-will  and  bloodshed,  the  re- 
ligions disabilities  o,f  Catholics  and  Dissenters  : 
they  would  throw  open  tiie  doors  ol'itromption 
and  honorable  rew  ard  to  men  of  all  religious 
denominations ; ant(  would  thereby  put  an  end 
to  those  bitter  animosities,  which,  while  they 
piakc  men  persecute  each  oilier,  render  tiie 
w hole  mass  more  completely  subject  to  oppres- 
sion. A retbi  med  parliament  would,  at  once, 
re  cal  tiie  army  from  France,  and  disclaim,  in  the 
most  distinct  terms,  all  intention  or  desire  to 
interfere  in  tiie  domestic  affairs  of  other  nations, 
expressing,  at  the  same  time,  its  anxious  Wish 
to  see  civil  and  religious  liberty  flourish  in  eve- 
ry part  of  the  world.  This  is  the  way  that  a 
rcfoi-med  parliament  would  proceed,  in  order  to 
preserved  the  peace,  and  restore  the  happiness 
of  tiie  country. 

Having  now,  sir,  shewn  that  a reformed  par- 
liament would  be  tib!e  lo  do  something  that  no 
one  will  deny  to  be  good , unless  he  can  be  an  cater 
of  taxes,  1 should  next  proceed  to  answer  the 
second  quenstion ; namely,  “in  WHAT  MAN- 
NER can  a reform  take  pluce  without  creating 
confusion;''  but  as  tliis  is  a subject  that  re- 
quires lo  be  treated  of  somewhat  in  detail,  it 
must  be  postponed  till  another  week. 

In  the  meanwhile  permit  me  to  congntulate 
you  on  the  noble  i fiorts,  which  tiie  friends  of 
freedom  are  m.  king  in  the  city  of  FontLu,  and 
on  the  triumph  of  those  efforts.  The  re-election 
of  the  Lord  M»yor,  excellently  sound  and  brave 
and  public-spirited  man  as  lie  is,  is  nothing 
compared  to  the  dvnionstmt  ions  upon  this  or. 
casion  in  favor  of  those  principles,  w hich  are 
now  prevailing  in  every  quarter,  namely,  the 
principles  of  reform.  There  was  a time  w hen 
a man  like  tin  Lord  Mayor  would  not  have  ob- 
tained a hundred  votes  in  the  city.  Singular 
that  the  Pitt  crew,  by  persevering  in  a poll, 
should  seek  to  proclaim  their  own  disgrace  ! 
Rut  the  truth  is,  that  they  can  hardly  believe 
that  what  they  now  behold  is  a reality.  Their 
insolence  cannot  yet  recede  from  its  former 
point.  1 do  not  so  much  wonder  at  tliis,  seeing

The  late  period  at  which  I came  into  office, 
must  be  my  apology  for  omitting  to  bring  to 
your  notice  many  subjects  proper  for  your  con- 
aideration : Such  omission  will  be  readily  sup- 
plied by  the  superior  wisdom  of  the  legisla- 
ture. 1 will  proceed,  however,'  to  mention 
tome  of  those  measures  which  have  occured 
to  me  as  worthy  your  attention.  When  I com 
menced  my  official  duties,  there  were  on  hand 
twelve  hundred  muskets  with  accoutrements, 
&c.  part  of  which,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
Vested  in  me  by  law,  I have  delivered  to  seve- 
ral independent  companies  ; taking  bond  and 
security  for  their  preservation  and  return ; 
limiting  the  number  to  fifty  for  each  company 
Whether  the  law  which  confines  the  distribu- 
tion to  the  independent  companies  should  not 
be  changed  so  as  to  furnish  all,  without  dis- 
tinction, t submit  to  your  belter  judgment, 
it  is  truly  gratifying  to  witness  the  military 
pride  which  pervades  the  militia  of  Kentucky  ; 
and  whether  we  ought  to  rely  entirely  upon 
•lie  supply  of  arms  expected  from  the  general 
government,  or  provide  an  additional  quantity 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  you  n.ay  determine. 
1 feel  bound  however,  to  state  my  decided  opin- 
ion of  haviug  the  militia  well  aimed,  /unis 
produce  discipline  ; inspire  a spirit  of  manly 
independence  ; give  the  people  confidence  in 
their  strength,  and  prepare  them  for  resist- 
ance to  oppression.  Many  look  to  the  military 
peace  establishment  of  the  United  Slates  as  a 
school  for  discipline  ; but  it  is  believed  a small 
army  divided  and  dispersed  along  our  exten- 
sive frontier  cannot  furnish  such  a field  for  the 
acquisition  of  military  knowledge  as  ought  to 
relax  our  attention  to  the  militia,  justly  stiled 
the  bulwark  of  every  free  state.  'I  bis  view  is 
Strengthened  by  the  notoriety  of  the  fact,  that 
the  familier  and  dextero.us  use  of  arms  among 
our  citizens,  wa3  severely  felt  by  the  British 
forces  during  the  laie  war.  It  will  be  proper 
to  make  the  militia  law  conformable  to  the 
act  of  congress  passed  at  the  last  session,  pro- 
viding  for  the  appointment  of  one  colonel,  one 
Lt.  colonel  and  one  major  to  each  regiment, 
instead  ot  a lieutentant  colonel  and  two  majors. 
Of  the  necessity  of  other  changes  in  our  mili- 
tia syst  m,  you  are,  from  your  own  observa- 
tion and  experience,  better  able  to  determine. 

1 presume  you  will  agree  w ith  me  that  no- 
thing in  this  government,  whose  firmest  lock 
is  public  sentiment,  is  more  worthy  of  your  at- 
tention than  the  promotion  of  education,  not 
only  by  endowing  colleges  and  universities 
ttpon  a liberal  plan,  but  by  diffusing  through 
the  country  seminaries  and  sthoois  lor  the  tilu 


mg,  and  the  nature  and  variety  of  the  duties 
are  such,  that  the  keeper  cannot  give  to  the 
the  wh  ile  the  requisite  attention  Resides  the 
consideration  that  the  business  is  too  arduous 
for  one  mao  in  superintend,  a change  in  the 
management  of  its  concerns,  seem  to  me  ne- 
cessary and  proper  to  secure  that  accountabil- 
ity which  ought  to  characterise  every  branch 
of  our  political  economy.  It  appears  to  me 
proper  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  keeper  to 
purchase  the  ratv  materials,  and  deliver  over 
the  articles  manufactured  to  an  agent,  to  b’e 
employed  by  the  government  to  receive,  sell 
and  account  for  them.  These  suggestions  do 
not  proceed  from  a distrust  ot  the  fidelity  or 
diligence  of  the  keeper.  He  is.  I believe  lailli- 
ful  and  well  qualified  for  the  office. 

The  removal  of  obstructions  in  our  smaller 
navigable  streams,  and  a co-operation  w ith  our 
sister  states  bordering  on  the  Ohio,  tor  the  im 
provetnent  of  the  navigation  of  that  river,  are 
subjects  proper  for  your  consideration.

dauntless  old  colonel  Whitley,  to  follow  him 
immediately  in  the  rear  of  his  regiment.  Iliad 
the  honour  to  compose  one  of  this  number.  On 
the  day  of  the  battle  on  the  Thames,  colonel 
Johnson  with  liis  small  party  were  formed  for 
the  charge,  on  the  left,  and  immediately  on  the 
right  of  a deep  narrow  swamp  of  considerable- 
extent,  and  at  the  head  of  the  extreme  right 
column  of  the  2d  battalion  of  his  regiment. 
The  ground,  particularly  on  the  left  of  the 
swamp,  over  which  the  2<i.  battallion  charged, 
was  generally  wet  and  swampy,  very  thickly  en- 
cumbered and  obstructed  by  standing  timber, 
and  considerably  so  by  large  fallen  trees,  he 
hind  which  in  some  parts  of  tile  line  of  the 
enemy,  Itefoiinda  secure  and  formidable  breast- 
work. Under  these  circumstance*  you  will  not 
hesitate  to  believe  that  we  could  progress  but 
slowly  in  the  charge. — At  the  sound  of  the 
trumpet  we  moved  onward,  however,  as  speedi- 
ly as  practicable  The  enemy  had  been  some 
hours  in  bis  position,  and  was  silently  awaiting 
our  approach ; in  a fetv  moments  we  were  near- 
ly upon  his  lines,  and  met  by  a very  warm  and 
destructive  fire.  The  charging  columns  were 
checked  in  their  motion,  and  it  was  discovered 
to  be  impracticable  to  succeed  ; they  were  or- 
dered to  dismount ; but  in  the  mean  time,  the 
I'ttle  squad  which  followed  immediately  afier 
colonel  Johnson,  having  got  nearer  the  enemies 
lines  than  any  other  portion  of  the  regiment, 
were  almost  entirely  repulsed  and  overthrown, 
either  by  z ounds  or  by  tails  from  their  horses.

Rob 
ert  I’avit  and  Eli  Short,  who  were  immediately 
before  me,  were  all  wounded  nearly  at  the  same 
time  and  dismounted;  by  this  means  a consid- 
erable space  w;.s  made  between  colonel  Johnson 
and  myself. — I halted  my  horse  just  al  th 
period  near  a large  tree,  and  from  this  circum- 
stance, together  with  the  density  of  the  smbl.s 
from  the  enemies  fire,  which  was  then  very  con 
sidermble,  lost  sight  of  colonel  Johnson  for  i 
few  minutes;  whilst  in  this  position  I saw  an

ward  to  my  right,  in  the  attitude  of  striking 
changed  my  horse’s  head  from  the  left  to 
right  of  the  tree  ; colonel  Johnson  presented 
himself  full  in  my  view  very  near  me,  approach- 
ing me  from  that  direction.  He  was  then  liter- 
ally covered  with  wounds,  having  received  five, 
four  of  which  were  deep  and  severe — bis  horse 
was  likewise  wounded  by  seven  or  eight  balls, 
but  the  faithful  animal,  bore  him  tl  trough  a deep 
and  almost  impassable  swamp,  to  the  arms  of 
his  surgeon,  and  expired  not  long  after. 

Before  the  battle  had  terminated  on  our  left, 
I returned  on  foot  to  the  ground,  as  nearly  as  I 
could  ascertain,  which  1 bad  occupied  in  the 
charge.  This  could  not  be  easily  mistaken ; the 
swamp  itself  was  a sufficient  guide ; but  when 
I found  the  body  of  old  colonel  Whitley,  there 
could  be  no  further  doubt.  Not  far  in  advance 
of  it  and  somewhat  to  tfic  left,  I found  the  body 
of  an  Indian,  and  more  to  the  right,  and  in  my 
opinion  nearer  the  spot  v/fufte  I saw  the  Indian 
.spring  forward,  1 found  the  body  of  another. 
I cannot  doubt  from  what  I saw,  and  from  other 
corroborating  evidence,  that  this  Indian  fell  by 
the  hands  of  colonel  Johnson.  The  colonel 
discharged  one  of  his  pistols  at  an  Indian  that 
approached  him,  and  was  satisfied  for  his  own 
part,  that  he  had  lodged  its  contents  in  his  side. 

I’he  day  after  the  battle,  it  was  rumoured 
through  the  camp,  that  Tecunt.eh  was  among 
tiie  slain — that  a body  bad  beer,  found  which 
general  Harrison  himself  recognized  to  be  that 
of  Tt  eumseh.  From  these  reports,  the  curiosi- 
ty of  almost  every  man  in  the  army  appeared  to 
be  highly  awakened  aud  excited  to  see  the 
body.  Anthony  Shane,  the  interpreter  and  guide 
of  the  mounted  regiment,  coming  to  our  mar- 
kee  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  the  subject  was 
spoken  of. — Siiatie  s.’idhe  had  been  intimately 
acquainted  with  Tecumseh  lor  several  years  be- 
fore he  deserted  his  native  tribe,  the  ShaWanccs ; 
anti  although  it  had  been  a long  time  since  he 
had  seen  him,  doubted  not  but  lie  should  be 
enabled  to  recognize  his  features  under  almost 
any  circumstances.  1 was  happy  to  find  this 
opportunity  of  liaving  my ’curiosity  fully  gratis 
fied,  and  proposed  to  accompany  Share,  to  ex- 
amine the  body — we  went.  By  this  time  it  re- 
quk’td  no  better  guide  than  a plainly  trodden 
path,  to  direct  us  to  the  spot ; v e soonjpfciched 


believe  all  who  saw  his  many  bleeding  wounds,  riiti 
not  expect  be  would  live  twenty-four  hours.  Mr. 
Hunts’  second  statement,  is  also  false. — 3d.  He  suyaf 
“that  Johnsons*  right  arm  was  wounded,  and  tlmt 
lie  did  not  discharge  his  pistol.”  Every  person  that 
has  noticed  colonel  Johnson  since  iln-  battle  knows 
this  statement  to  be  false, and  Mr.  Hunt  must  hiiv«i 
known  it  when  he  made  it : col  Johnson’s  right arux 
never  was  wounded,  hut  his  left  hand  anil  arm  were 
severely  wounded.  Tire  state  ment  of  colonel  John- 
son’s not  discharging  hu  pistol  is  as  notoriously  false* 
as  that  of  his  right  arm  being  woaiuhr.  — 4r.h  Mr. 
Hunt  says  that  “ the  charge  did  not  even  .shake  the 
Indian  litre  All  who  were  present  with  cciouel 
Johnson*  very  well  knows,  that  lire  Indian  line  was 
shaken  and  broken  too,  and  so  frustrated  that  they 
never  regained  the  ground  at  the  point  w here  the 
charge  was  made, — IJiis  statement  of  Mr.  Hunts’  is 
also  false.  He  says,  “ fortunately  for  general  llar- 
mej  the  British  made  little  oF  no  resis- 
tance.” General  Harrisons  fame  might  have  alarm* 
ed  the  British  for  w hat  l know,  or  care  : but  if  it 
did,  I am  sure  it  is  no  very  great  compliment  upon 
the  valor,  and  bravery  of  lire  officers  and  soldiers  of 
Mr.  Hunts  favorite  isle.  6th  Mr.  Hunt  says  “ that 
the  story  of  .lnhn«ni>,B-kiUiri»  1 ecu  ms*  h.  i.A  laughed 
at  in  Kentucky,”  I believe  there  arc  sonic  cw  in 
Kentucky,  who  wish  to  treat  the  “ story  of  John- 
sons’ killing  Tecumsch’*  with  laughter  and  rkli- 
c.ule,  hut  1 am  conscious  that  they  ftre'Mr.  Hunts* 
associates,  ami  therefore  are  not  entitled  to  much 
credit  7lh,  Mr.  Hunt  says  that  “ it  is  not  true’* 
that  colonel  Johnson  received  five  wounds  ; hut  1* 
say,  it  is  thuk,  for  I very  frequently  saw  Ins  wound® 
and  some  of  them  w ere  very  severe  The  battle 
outlie  Thames  was  very  severe  on  that  part  of 
colonel  Johnsons’  regiment,  opposed  to  the  Indians* 
Samuel  Theobald  esq.  Judge  Advocate  to  tire  regi- 
ment, and  myself,  took  colonel  Johnson  oft' the  bat- 
tle ground,  aud  had  frequently  to  hold  him  upon  1 .9 
horse,  on  account  of  Ins  extreme  weakness  and  sick- 
ness, from  the  loss  of  blood.  Colonel  Johnson’s 
horse  was  hut  barely  able  to  bear  him  oft’ of  the  bat- 
tle ground  ; as  soon  es  Johnson  was  taken  front  bis 
horse,  it  iniriu  di^tely  lay  dowji  and  died.  After 
Mr.  Theobald  and  myself,  had  got  a surgeon  lev 
dress  the  wounds  of  Oolouel  Johnson,  I returned  to 
the  point  w here  the  charge  was  made  by  JoRnsou 
nnd  his  little  squad  of  8 or  10  men  that  followed  htm^ 
for  the  purpose  oT procuring  my  saddle  bags,  which 
contained  some  valuable  papers  Wine,  and  found 
them  not  more  than  ten  paces  from  where  Tecum - 
sell  lav,  and  at  the  spot,  where  my  horse  foil.  £ 
then  bettered  that  the  Indian  that  afterwards  wnfli 
proven  to  he,  Tccutnscb,  w.is  the  very  one  that  col. 
Johnson  shot  down,  for  immediately  after  colonel 
Johnson  discharged  his  pistol,*  my  horse  was  shot  be.
